GRAVE  FOREST  SITUATION 

Forest  fire  danger  for  several  years  will  be  great- 
er than  usual.  So  much  work  must  be  done  by  public 
agencies  to  reduce  hazards  along  roadsides,  near  improved 
and  exposed  areas  that  many  places  will  remain  hazardous 
for  some  time  to  come. 
Individual   land  owners  must  take  personal  interest! 

Support  your  local  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Dep- 
uties. They  are  planning,  with  State  and  Federal 
agencies,  an  intensive  campaign  to  control  fires.  Help 
them  by  strict  observance  of  the  fire  laws.  Kindle  no  open 
fires  without  a  permit  from  the  Warden  except  when  the 
ground  is  covered  with  snow.  Cooperate  by  reporting 
fires  you  may  see  and  other  ways. 

You  can  help,  and  it  will  pay,  to  prevent  forest  fires!

Affairs:    (L.S.) 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall,  in 
said  Dorchester  on  Tuesday,  the  12th  day  of  March,  next, 
at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
eiisuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
for  repairing  highways  and  bridges  for  the  ensuing  year 
and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate money  for  State  Aid  Construction  or  Town  Road 
Aid. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate money  to  add  to  fund  for  the  purchase  of  a 
tractor  and  snow  plow  and  buy  road  equipment. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Town 
Poor. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate money  to  buy  Forest  Fire  Fighting  Equipment. 


8.  To  see  if  the  towrf  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate money  to  buy  a  safe  for  the  storage  of  town  books. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  sell  or  lease  the 
Common. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  grant  land  owners 
permission  to  sell  their  land  to  the  Federal  Government. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  co-operate  with  the 
Grange  in  obtaining  service  from  the  Co-operative  Rural 
Electrification  Project  for  the  Town  Hall. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

13.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  or  Com- 
mittees, heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  District  of  Dorchester ; 

I  hereby  submit  my  tenth  Annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  schools.  The  statistical  report  for  the  year  1938 
and  1939  follows  this  report. 

The  district  operates  one  school  at  Cheever.  Thirty- 
two  pupils  have  been  registered  this  year  and  twenty-five 
are  now  in  attendance  of  whom  one  is  a  resident  of  Groton. 
Ernest  L.  Carter  graduated  from  the  Eighth  Grade  in  June 
and  is  in  attendance  at  Laconia  High  School,  and  Mildred 
Ryea,  another  graduate  is  in  the  Lisbon  High  School. 
Lorena  D.  Waldron  also  graduated  with  the  class.  At 
present  no  elementary  pupils  are  in  attendance  outside  the 
district. 

Since  the  last  report  a  very  successful  dental  clinic  was 
held  in  Plymouth.  The  parents  and  a  generous  donor  co- 
operated in  such  a  way  as  that  nearly  all  the  cavities  were 
filled  and  a  surplus  left  for  a  case  of  tonsils.  It  is  hoped 
that  before  long  a  tonsil  clinic  will  be  feasible. 

It  is  my  recommendation  that  the  district  start  in  on 
a  program  of  gradually  installing  new  seat-desk  units. 
Five  a  year  would  not  work  a  hardship  on  the  district  and 
would  be  a  great  comfort  to  the  scholars.  The  present 
equipment  is  old  and  there  is  not  an  adjustable  seat  in  the 
school.  Children  cannot  maintain  a  good  posture  in  seats 
for  children  larger  or  smaller  than  themselves. 

The  Cheever  school  is  motivating  well.  The  children 
are  happy  and  appear  to  be  enthusiastic  and  advancing 
well  in  their  studies.
